PARIS, Fob. I.—Forty-five 
per­ 
sons were killed and 207 injured in 
the German air raid of Wednesday 
night, according to the latest revised 
figures today. 
Of these 31 persons 
were killed and 131 Injured in Paris, 
while 14 w’ere killed and 76 injured 
in tho suburbs. 
The killed include eleven women 
and five children. 
The funeral of the victims of the 
raid will 
probably be held Sunday 
all expense being 
defrayed by the 
government. 
The city of Paris will 
allot burial plots in perpetuity with­ 
out cost to the families of the vic­ 
tims.
